Low Pay Forces 
Teachers to Quit 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - 
Low salaries force many of 
the best teachers to quit the 
profession and find other 
jobs to make a living, says 
the president of the Texas 
State Teachers Association. 
Jew el 
Howard 
said 
Wednesday Texas teachers 
have always had to depend 
on getting a second job to 
survive but she said the 
recession has 
made that 
more difficult. 
“ A young teacher a t­ 
tempting to support a family 
on a salary based on $6,600 
per year is far below the 
poverty level,” she said 
“ Moonlighting has been an 
absolute must, but extra jobs 
are 
becoming 
more 
and 
more difficult to find. The 
result is that many of our 
best teachers must leave 
teaching to make a living, 
and capable young people 
m ust 
abandon 
plans to 
teach.” 
Mrs. Howard testified in 
support of a $10,000 annual 
minimum starting salary for 
teachers at a hearing by the 
House Public Education 
Committee. 
Committee chairman Tom 
Massey, D-San Angelo, said 
the pay issue will be referred 
to a subcommittee as part of 


a 
comprehensive 
bill 
on 
public school financing. 
Gov. Dolph Briscoe has 
proposed raising teachers’ 
starting salaries from $6,600 
to $7,430 a year.

cuts the recession-w eary 
taxpayer has been led to 
expect. 
The bill cleared the House, 
287-125, and the Senate, 45- 
16, shortly before midnight 
W ednesday, despite su r­ 
prisingly tough opposition. 
The lawmakers then left for 
a 10-day Easter recess. 
The bill contains $20 billion 
in individual breaks in­ 
cluding rebates of $100 to 
$200 for most taxpayers, 1975 
tax cuts of $30 to almost $600, 
a 
special 
onetim e 
$50 
payment to Social Security 
recipients and new breaks 
for some lucky home buyers 
and for middle and upper 
incom e working parents. 


Business taxes are cut by 
$4.8 billion, largely by in­ 
creasing the investmnt tax 
credit to IO per cent. 
But the net bill is reduced 
to $22.8 billion by a $2 billion 
tax increase on oil com­ 
panies, including repeal of 
the depletion allowance for 
m ajor 
com panies 
while 
continuing a portion of it 
permanently for 10,000 so­ 
called independent oil and 
natural gas producers. 
Ford was reported to be 
concerned about the size of 
the bill —he proposed a $16 
billion cut —and about 
several amendments.

Those two great issues in 
the battle of the sexes were 
settled when 23,105 of the 
nation's top high school 
seniors and juniors were 
polled on 
159 topics 
ranging from Watergate to 
premarital sex 
Topic 72 A 
“ Do you feel 
women are more emotional 
than men7” 
Answers 
—yes, 
67 
per 
cent; no, 30 per cent. 
Topic 72 B: “ Do you feel 
men are more intelligent 
than women?” 
Answers —yes, 9 per cent; 
no, 86 per cent. 
The teen-agers are listed 
rn 
“ Who’s 
Who 
Among 
American 
High 
School 
Students" 
(Educational 
Communications). 
They 
were polled last summer and 
many now are college fresh­ 
men. 
Students 
were 
recom­ 
mended for listing on the 
basis of leadership and 
achievement 
Dubbed “ The Watergate 
Generation” (coming of 
voting age during the last 
two years of political trauma 
across the land) the students 
won’t be pushovers in the 
voting booth. 
Eighty-one per cent feel 
their elected representatives 
lack honor and integrity. 
Eighty three percent think 
the American system does 
not dispense justice equally, 
and 73 per cent believe most 
major political campaigns 
involve espionage in which 
punishable 
crimes 
are 
committed by both parties. 
To win the votes of today’s 
student leaders, ifs better 
for a candidate to be honest 
and earnest than Democrat 
or Republican, the survey 
showed 
Cynicism 
toward 
politicians has led to a dit­ 
ching 
of 
party 
labels. 
Eighty-three per cent said 
they would take an in­ 
dependent-split ticket ap­ 
proach to voting. 
The students also opt for
